Moreover, even as a non-resident of those states, | am not required
to demonstrate that the medical care | seek is not available in Vermont as its availability is
irrelevant.

Simply put, there is no reason why someone who is not a resident of Vermont should not be
allowed to seek the medical care associated with choosing to end one's life consistent with the
reasons set forth in Vermont's patient choice at end of life laws from Vermont medical
providers.
